DUltOPE. 

Idle French Anarchist Threats 
•••Reception of Henry George. 

Paris, Jan. 6.— Deputy ThI winder's 
paper, the Repahlique Democr&tiqtuj 
St Social e, states that it knows ilmt in 
a few days that mini crow reprisals 
against the English will occur in Ire- 
land to avenge the execution of O'Don- 
nell. It also adds that the Irish revo 
lutionists will burn London and that 
the American fpnians have studied 
minutely the ^operations to be carried 
on by tliem. 

Hanover, Jan. 7. — Col. llathbone'a 
physicians are of the opinion that tho 
patient will recover physically from 
his wounds, but believe it will be 
necessary to send him to the asylum. 

London, dan. 0. — Henry George ar 
rived here to-day. He was received at 
the Euston depot by a committee of 
the land union; 1500 persons awaited 
his arrival. On alighting Mr. George 
was greeted with loud cheers. When 
the partv reached Kuston Square 2>1 r- 
George mounted a wagonette and 
thanked his friends for the kind re- 
caption. He said: "I appreciate the 
compliment bemuse 1 recognize »tho 
proof principle dear io me, and dear to 
you. This is a premonition of the 
great revolution destined to sweep t he 
whole world. I am glad to bo received 
by the workinguien. The landlords 
will not receive me. (Laughter). 
George referred to the words of the 
apostle: "He [hat will not work, shall 
not eat," and then called attention lo 
the fine houses which were tenanted by 
men doing nothing — the anomaly 
which is attracting world-wide atten- 
tion, and is just that which is causing 
workingnien to federate. This move- 
ment, he continued, is destined to go 
forward. Be true to it, and true to 
yourselves. Do not ask for patronage 
or charity, but demand justice — your 
own rights, and the rights of those be- 
low you. In this we shall conquer." 

London, dan. 7 - A portion of the 
bridge on the railway between Wigan 
and Preston collapsed, killing seven 
workmen and injuring many. 

Glasgow, Jan. 7. — In consequenee of 
renewed threats of dynamiters addi- 
tional police guard the post office and 
other public buildings in the city. 

Dublin, Jan. 2.— Edward Harring- 
ton, proprietor of the K«rry Sentinel, 
who in June last- whs sentenced to six 
months imprisonment on account of 
the publication of n placard inviting 
the persons desiring to join the invin 
cibles to attend a meeting, has been re- 
leased from jail, his term of imprison- 
ment having expired. Tho band par- 
aded in honor of his ielease,and Messrs. 
Sullivan and. J Harrington addressed 
the meeting of his friends. 

Di'BLtN, Jan. 7. — Bishop Ryan, of 
St. Louis, preached here to-day. He 
said: "Religion and patriotism have 
been pitted against each other in Ire- 
land, and the former had triumphed. 
The clergy loved the people too well 
to inculcate false principles among 
them." 

EGYPT.- 
A Khedive Who Kicks Back. 

C a ino, Jan. ".--The Egyptian cabi- 
net is in session at the residence of the 
prime minister. The khedive is ab- 
sent. The prime minister has resolved 
to resign, and will tender bis resigna- 
tion this evening or to-morrow. 

(.'aiuo, Jan. 7. — It is denied that a 
British ileet will lie sent to the Led 
Sea. Beyond her previous orders to 
protect Egyptian interests, England has 
taken no further measures. 

LONDON, -Jan. 7. — The khedive in 
defending bis position in the interview 
with the Cairo correspondent of the 
London Times showed that he was 
personally prepared to yield to the do 
mand of the English note. He repu- 
diated the report that be designed to 
abdicate. He believed that the III in 
istry of Cherif Pasha should retire, suc- 
cessors could easily be found. 

CairO, Jan. 7. --It is stated that the 
khedive and ministers refuse to comply 
with tho English note. Tho khedive 
declared that England was seeking to 
compel bim to . abdicate, but that he 
will surrender only to force. 

London, Jan. 7. — Although Great 
Britain insists on tho abandonment of 
soulh and west Woriyhalfa.she will as- 
sist the Egyptian army in their defense 
of the frontier. The Egyptian ministry 
demand that England cither annex 
Egypt or depart the country, as the 
ministry are allowed neither to help 
themselves nor apply elsewhere for 
help, which they lire entitled to, except 
from England.

THE REPORT ON THE INSANE 
ASYLUM. 

No doubt there is a deal of charity in 
the world, but fur all that helpless hu- 
manity has to put up with some hard 
rubs, and the lunatic being tho most help- 
less of all probably gets some of tho hard- 
est. Tho enquiries instituted by the 
local houso into tho state of the British 
Columbia hospital and lunatic asylum aro 
to be commended. Tho former institu- 
tion seems to bo maintained in as satis- 
factory a condition as tho circumstances 
will allow; but tho commissioners object 
to points in the management and insist on 
the necessity of a new building on a dif 
forent site. The report of tho commis- 
sioners on the asylum for tho insane is, as 
might have been expected, not so satis- 
factory; in fact, not satisfactory at all. 
They state that the building rather re- 
sembles a prison than an hospital f^r the 
insane, and that the penitentiary is a fur 
preferable place of residence. Tins is not 
creditable to the province; but it is a no 
worse condition of things than exists in 
many other provinces. An asylum build- 
ing may bo new, and originally built on 
tho most improved plan, and fitted with 
tho latest appliances, but if it is allowed 
to become over-crowded, proper accom- 
modation, classification and treatment 
become almost as impossible as in the 
most obsolete and dilapidated building. 
Years ago many of these buildings in dif- 
ferent pails of the Dominion were little 
better than our own asylum, and even 
where special buildings have been erected 
from over-crowding they have developed 
tho evils already alluded to. From var- 
ious causes, we believe it is an admitted 
fact, there is a greater proportion of men- 
tal aberration in new countries than in 
older ones; it is not easy to provide ac- 
commodation to keep pace with the de- 
mand, and even in countries where the 
person of the lunatic is deemed sacred ho 
seems to fare no better. The lunatic from 
his very helplessness, however, ought t > 
bo tho last subject for national or pro- 
vincial economy, and at any rate he is en- 
titled to suitable treatment and ample 
provision as regards light and ventilation. 
Our own asylum seem3 to be far from 
meeting these requirements; indeed, it 
seems more adapted to produce lunatics 
and confirm their disoaso than to cure 
Ihom. "The place is gloomy, the corri- 
dors narrow and Bornbre, the windows 
high and unnecessarily barred, the veiitil- 
lation defective, the water supply defic- 
ient, tho apparatus for extinguishing fire 
of tho worst kind, and worst of all, the 
establishment is over-crowded, the 
patients being herded together more like 
cattle than human beings." This para- 
graph is worth quoting, because it is bo 
comprehensive. But it is not nil; even 
tho management of tho institution is bad. 
The medical officer only calls every second 
day; there is certainly a superintendent 
and a matron, some half a dozen keepers 
and a nightwatchman; but even this mod- 
est equipment does not appear to work in 
unison. The three or four acres of ground 
are divided off into yards for the male 
and female patients, a drying ground and 
a small garden. Tho commissioners very 
properly recommend a resident physician, 
who should net as superintendent tind ex 
ecutive officer, devoting hi3 whole time to 
tho work and having full control of tho 
staff, especially an to their appointment 
and discharge. Thoy propose that tho 
building be enlarged, the grounds sur- 
rounded by a fence, and a large kitchen 
garden provided, both as a means of em- 
ploying the patients and raising necessary 
vegetables. They also recommend a gym- 
nasium for men and a calisthenum for 
women, the use of a car on a circular 
railroad and other games. Some people 
may think the ideas of tho commissioners 
are extravagant; but fresh air, exorcise 
and recreation are fur more essential to 
the lunatic than they aro to the sane, and 
an asylum not provided with means for 
promoting these ends would only ho a fit 
habitation for the sane people who de- 
signed and built it. Hut there is still one 
more serious charge ninde by the com- 
missioners in relation to the building — 
that the tire apparatus is bad, the water 
cannot be depended upon, and that only 
two keepers know how to work tho oracle 
in caso of necessity. It has, indeed, been 
assorted by those who had means nf 
judging, that if a serious firo took place 
tho majority of the inmates would prob- 
ably perish. Tho present building is a 
comparatively new one. It was condemn- 
ed, beforo it had been fairly commenced; 
but the leader of the opposition, who was 
then ~hief commiseoner, in spite of every 
remonstrance, finished it, A prosperous 
career is beforo iho province, nay, has 
already commenced, and tho first fruits 
might well bo devoted to putting its 
charitable institution* in good order. 
Not jnly is this urgently required nt tho 
present time, but the increase of the pop- 
ulation of the province will render it im- 
perative and probably on a larger scalo 
than is now anticipated. 

the railroad war and its 
results: 

The details by telegraph of tho great 
battle butweon tho American railway 
rings, in which tho forces of Villard have 
been wholly routed, are meagre as yet; 
but the indications are already definitely 
presaged beyond the doubt of any imme- 
diate reverse. The story of Villard be- 



ing superseded by his own man, Mr. P. 
F. Oakes, lacks confirmation, and it cer- 
tainly cannot bo true, for tho president is 
not to be announced before the 17th hist, 
Thj interrog'.ium is supposed to be for 
tho patching up of entangled alliances; 
but tho carrying off of the killed and 
wounded will occupy ho much labor that 
the closing of tho transfer books for thir- 
teen days will make no great difference to 
the country at large-. From present in- 
dications the situation will stand about 
liko this: Tho Northern Pacific has either 
fallen into tho hands of Mr. 0. P. Hun- 
tington of California or his immediate 
following. It- may not suit them to re- 
move Mr. Oakes or any of his satellites 
until some ol their own immediate subor- 
dinates can become more familiar with 
tho workings of the Oregon system; but 
wheuovor it comes their time they will have 
to go. Mr. Crocker has recently become u 
holder of largo coal properties along the 
surveyed routes of tho Canadian Pacific, 
as it evidently was with tho view of con- 
troling the coal trade of the no th iy.qs t, as 
well as the carrying trade, and aland 
grant twice as largo as that of the Oentr il 
Pacific, that the author of the now fa- 
mous Colton letters has taken upon him- 
self to acquiro control of the third of 
tho parallel lines of transcontinental rail- 
way routes. There was a terrible lot of 
sledgo hammering done on Monday in 
Now York by the bruins; but they were 
not able to beat O. It. & N. below 9!). 
This, of course, is being don.- by day 
Gould and his following, who want the (J. 
R. & N. us the outcome of their alleged 
"Oregon Short Lino" to tide water; as 
they design, when their line is complete, 
to load a cargo of tea in Now York 48 
hours quicker than can bo done by either 
the Northern or Central routes. Gould 
will doubtless control the O. R. & N. 
before long and it now looks as it" this 
was tho result of a combination 
between Gould and Huntington and a 
thorough division of the spoils between 
them. Huntington wants land and prop- 
erty, whilo Gould wants railroad traffic 
and tho shortest Line across the continent 
Both have evidently got what they want- 
ed. Whether Villard lias become iusolv- 
on, as tho dispatches would indicate, or 
whether he has been bearing his own 
stock and got rich out of it, it is hard to 
say. It seems incredible that a man 
should have lost everything in a futile ef- 
fort to maintain a scheme in which his 
own ambition was enlisted and nothing 
more. It is far more probable that he 
has "shorted" his own stocks and broken 
with a pocket full of money, as both 
Gould and Vanderbilt have already done 
before him. 

Powder Magazines. 

To the Editor; — The government, 
in reply to a question asked in th* 1 
house by Mr. Duck, have stated that 
they would bring in a bill to regulate 
powder magazines. It is to be hoped 
that early attention will bo given to 
this important subject, so that the in 
tended legislation will not be endan- 
gered by delay.

CONVENT. 

Destruction of Human Life and 
Property. 

Sr. Lot ts, .Ian. 7. — The following dis- 
patch to the Associated Press gives fur- 
ther particulars of tho frightful calamity 
at the convent of Notre Dame last night. 
A visitor to tho scene this morning found 
the Bre department still on duty endeav- 
ing to quench the flames so as to preserve 
in recognizable shape the bodies of the 
victims When the ruins wore sufficient- 
ly cooled volunteer men went to work to 
bring out tho bodies. It was a terrible 
sight. At times tho searchers would find 
two or throe charred masses huddled closo 
together, seemingly seeging protection in 
ono another from the advancing and ter- 
rible flames. Two bodies were found in 
the rear part of the building burned into 
an unrecognizable mass; but a majority 
were found beneath where the dormitory 
was situated. They seemed to have 
sought shelter in this room too late, when 
their escape v, ■».- impossible. The tlamcs 
beneath eating "away the support letdown 
the floor into the seething fire and smoke. 
The total knowu deaths are 27, 22 only of 
which are pup'ls, and five sisters; among 
the latter ihe sister superior, who wore on 
the fourth floor. The pupil boarders, 
with their sisters, slept on the third floor; 
the remaining sisters slept on the second 
floor. Three inmates escaped and were 
-lived. The lire had its origin in a fur- 
nace i:; the basement, and when discov- 
ered the tl or was in a blaze and volumes 
of smoke were rapidly pouring through 
the stairways, corridors and halls of the 
building. By the timo the sleepers wore 
thoroughly aroused all avenues of escape 
were tilled with blinding smoke. Then a 
panic ensued, and il is for the imagina- 
tion ti> paint the sorrowful and heartrend- 
ing picture. Extreme cold retarded the 
work of the firemen. Even if the firemen 
could h.'.ve reached the scene without any 
delay they could have been of but little 
service in rescuing the victims. There 
are ii" ladders in tho tiro department, and 
no provision for such a deplorable emerg- 
ency had been made by the managers of 
tho institution. The unfortunate inmates, 
therefore, were powerless to relieve them- 
selves, and those who were witnesses to 
the horrible holocaust were uuablo to as- 
sist them. The manner of escape of each 
of the survivors could not bo learned. 
Daisy Eberman was slightly injured, 
Agnes Schneider jumped from the window 
but was not dangerously injured, Lou 
Mint was quite badly hurt, Dona Homo 
and Pa n nie Briuker were seriously but 
not fatally injured. At 4 p.m. there had 
been eleven bodies recovered from the 
ruins, and Bisters and friends of tho un- 
fortunates had succeeded in identifying 
the following : Miss VVernian, Miss 
Strunk, Miss Manning, Miss Heinzelnian, 
Miss Isch, Miss Pulzu. Tho bodies could 
only be identified by tho clothing or a por- 
tion of the clothes which having boon sat- 
urated with water escaped the flames. All 
thai now remains of tin/famous Convent 
of thelmmaculateConception aro tho char- 
red, broken walls, and in the debris there 
remain the bodies of several unfortunate 
victims. The building and furnishings 
were valued at from §(15,000 to §75,000, 
and were insured for §25,000.

They had been in the water about 
5 hours. 

Annual Etcport of It cglsl ra- 
tions. 

The tenth annual report of tho regis- 
trar-general has just, been issued, the per- 
iod covered being the year ending De- 
comber Illst, li<82. There were register- 
ed during that time '2915 births, 140 mar- 
riages and 280 deaths, being a decrease of 
21 births and '1 marriages and an increase 
of 31 deaths. No births, marriages or 
deaths occurred in Omineca and Kootonay 
districts. The age of the eldest brido was 
returned at 52 years, and tho youngest at 
15 years; the age of the eldest bridegroom 
at 65 years and that of the youngest at 19 
years. Under tho heading of "Different 
Denominations" is the register of tho 
marriage of a Lutheran bride to a bride- 
groom of no religion at all. In the record 
of deaths from accidents one only is 
enumerated as having been killed by tho 
explosion of gas in a mining shaft, a fact 
which speaks well for the safety of our 
coal mines. Out of the thirty lota! vio- 
lent deaths two resulted from Suicide, 
twelve from drowning, none from mur- 
der and no executions took placo during 
the period stated. The report is printed 
in a neat pamphlet form by the govern- 
ment printer, Mr. R. Wolfenden.

Report of Commissioners. 

New Westminster, B. C, 

September 22nd, 1SS3. 
To the Honourable the Provincial Secre- 
tary, Victoria, 

Snt, — Your commissioners appointed to 
enquire into the contluct and management 
of tho Provincial Asylum for tho Insane, 
report as follows: — 

That on entering the building the placo 
impressed them as resembling a prison 
rather than a hospital for the insane, and 
as a far loss preferable place of abode than 
the Penitentiary at Now Westminster. 
Tho place is gloomy in tho extreme; tho 
uorr idors narrow and sombre in appear- 
ance; tho windows high abovo the ground 
and unnecessarily barred; the ventilation 
defective; tho water supply deficient; the 
apparatus for extinguishing lire of the 
worst kind ; and, worst of all, the estab- 
lishment exceedingly overcrowded, the 
patients being herded together more like 
cattle than human beings. 

The external arrangements are even 
more defective than tho internal, consist- 
ing of ground enclosed to the extent of 
three or four acres. Thia space is divided 
off into yards for male and female pati- 
ents, a small kitchen garden, and a ground 
for drying clothes. 

The system of conducting tho institu- 
tion wo consider unsatisfactory. There 
is a medical officer who visits about every 
second day, a superintendent, six or seven 
keepers, a matron, and a night-watch- 
man. Even among this small staff, your 
commissioners noticed that lack of esprit 
dt cor/M, or working in unison und for the 
general good, without which tho cine of 
the insane can never bo undertaken with 
any degree of success. 

Your commissioners recommend the 
following : — 

There should be a resident phyaioian- 
in-chiof, who should bo superintendent j 
and executive officer of the establishment. 
Ho should nerve during good behaviour, 
and his compensation should be so liberal I 
11a to enable him tu devote his whole time 
and energies to the welfare ut the institu- 
tion. He should nominate to the govern- 
meat suitable persons to aol as his subor- 1 
dinates, and have ontiro control over tho j 
medical, moral, and dietetic treatment of ! 
the patients, the unrestricted power of 
appointment and discharge of all persons 
engaged in their care, and should exer- 
cise a general supervision over every de- 
partment of the institution. It is only 
by the appointment of such an olticur that 
the wrauglings ami difficulties 10 thu 
household will be avoided, and regular- 
ity, good order, economy, and an efficient 
discipline secured. 

The building should ho enlarged and ; 
the whole of the grounds belonging v. the 
asylum surrounded by a substantial fence, 
Of this laud, a large proportion should be 
converted into a kitchen garden and kept 
in a high state of cultivation. It. will not 
only be of great importance in furnishing 
an abundant supply of frosh vegetable? 
for the use of the institution, but it will 
be found the very best dependence for 
outdoor labor for the patient.- The other 
part of tho grounds tjli'.uld be laid out 
with shade trees, shrubs, etc., and every- 
thing done togivb tho placo an attractive 
appearance. A gymnasium, with the 
right kind of apparatus, suitable in its 
fitting up for insane then, and a calls 
thetiiuni for tho women, would be found 
useful. The various games of ball, tho 
use of a car on a circular railroad, ten- 
pins, etc., are among tho kind of exer- 
cises that would be enjoyed by many pa- 
tients. Dry walks around the gr mnd nro 
extremely useful, and should certainly be 
provided. 

In regard to the interior of the building 
your commissioners noticed many defects. 
Besides being infinitely too sin. ill tor the 
number of patients, tho rooms or ceils are 
badly ventilated and destituteof furniture. 
None of thein contain more than a 
bed family fixed to the floor. Your com- I 
missionors would sug&ost that the furni- 
ture bo varied according to the class of 
patient by whom it iH 10 be used. It j 
should, at all events, equal in neatness 
and comfort that of a plain lodging house. 1 
Pictures should he placed 011 the walls of 
every ward, on account of tin- favorable ; 
effect they have on tho patients Bo.,ks, 1 
periodicals, and newspapers should also I 
be provided. 

The windows in the building oan be j 
greatly improved by being extended to the 
floor. This would render the rooms fa r I 
more cheerful and habitable, especially in [ 
tho rainy Beason when the patients are 
huddled together between four white 
washed walls, unable to catch a glimpse of 
the outer \vorld. 

' Tho store room is quite inadequate in 
size, in apartment I ully four limes as large 
being required. 

The fire-extinguishing apparatus is la- 
mentably defective. The water supply 
cannot be depended on, and of the appar- 
atus in the building only one or two of 
the keepers appeared to understand its 
use. 

Your commissioners would c?.!l atten- 
tion to the long hours of tho keepen or 
attendants. The work of these men, 
when faithfully performed, is often haras- 
sing, and among excited patients peculi- 
arly so. For this reason pains should be 
taken to give them as much relaxatii n as 
possible

Two Murders in Portland. 

The Orogonian of tho 7th contains an 
account of two murders committed tho 
day before. "It ia remarkable that both 
cases seem to have arisen out of tho jeal- 
ousy of husbands, whose wived had either 
been separated or divorced fxfim them. 
Tho first case was that of Jacob Fisher. 
It appears that about fl o'clock on Saturday 
night, Jacob Fisher, a carpenter living on 
the Macadam road, was shot and instant- 
ly killed by William Bloxam, a butcher. 
A few weeks ago the wifo of Fisher ob- 
tained a divorce from him on tho ground 
of cruelty, and the custody of the child- 
ren was placed in her hands. A part of 
the place was sot apart for her, and she, 
with the children , moved into a dwelling 
1100 feet from the old homo. For several 
days biiuain, who worked at Keller's 
slaughter house, has been boarding and 
rooming with Mrs. Fisher. Saturday 
night in company with Bluxam, she start- 
oil to a chicken house on the old placo to 
got a part of the fowls which she claimed 
as hera. A quarrel ensued between Blbx- 
aic and Fisher, several shots were ex- 
changed from .revolvers, and Bloxam 
finally killed Fisher with a riflo. Immed- 
iately after tho shooting Bloxam camo to 
town and gave himself up. A messenger 
followed closely after him and notified 
Coroner Cooke of the affair. Theovidenco 
at the coroner's inquest was vety con- 
tradictory und will require to be carofully 
sifted. 

The next case was tho shooting of Al- 
fred Venke by his brother-in-law, J. W. 
Murray. 'I lie circumstances aro as fol- 
lows. On Saturday night Airs. Anna 
Murray, wife of the murderer, and sister 
of the J'eiung man who waa killed, attend- 
ed a ball at Masonic hall. Murray also 
camo thoro, but not with her. Owing to 
continued illtreatmenfc and his worthless- 
ness, Mrs, Murray has not beon living 
with her husband for the past three 
months, but with her parents, who resido 
in South Portland. After the ball, about 
1 o'clock on Sunday morning, while ahu 
whs walking home with her brother Al 
fred, westward of Hooker street (three 
blocks beyond the First street bridge) 
and just as they reached Second street, a 
shot gun was tired from behind a fence, 
tho charge entering the broast of Alfred, 
who fell to the ground and instantly ox- 
pired. A second shot was then fired, ev- 
idently at Mrs. Murray, but it went wide 
of its marl:. It is certain, beyond a doubt, 
that the shots wero fired by J. W. Mur- 
ray. Tho prisoner lived at Madison street 
with Mrs. A. Anderson, who stated whon 
she returned from the ball at 11 o'clock 
and afterwards she heard Murray slam- 
iiiing the butt of his gun in the sitting- 
room. She asked him what he was going 
to do. Ho said: "This is the eld gun 
that will tell the story. I'vo got two 
cartridges in the gun, and six or soveu 
more in my pocket. I intend to shoot the 
man who lakes Annie homo to-night and 
then shoot her." I bogged him not to go 
and spoke cf the folly of such a thing, 
and told him ho had better wait till morn- 
ing. He muttered something like "I'll 
sue about it," and started out with his 
gun. tie riturned again at 4 o'clock In 
ihi) morning, and was shortly after arrest- 
ed by the police while in bed.
